Introduces Bill to Lodge 


Title Permanently in 


Government. 


Washington. Feb. 23.—The 
recent 


startling 
testimony 
concerning the 


value of coal deposits In Alaska glv-jn 
before the senate committee on terri- 
tories by' Manager Birch, of the Gug- 
genheim-Morgan syndicate, has resul:- 
ed In a movement In the senate in the 
Interest ofthe permanent retention of 
the title to the Alaska coal deposits in 
the United States and bills looking to 
that end were Introduced today by 
Senator Beveridge, chairman of the 
committee on territories. 


One of the bills provides for tho 


withdrawal from all forms of entry or 
sale of all the coal deposits of Alaska 
and the other for the leasing of them. 
The leasing 
measure 
prohibits the 


leasing of more than 2.6GO acres to one 
person or association or for more than 
thirty years. It Is provided that the 
surface overlying coal deposits may 
be disposed of under the land laws.

Grand Lama Takes Fright 


and Hikes for India to 


be Protected.

Chinese troops today entered L'Hasa, 
the capital of Tibet, and the residence 
oC the Dalai Lama, the supreme head 
or the Lamaist hierarchy. 


Upon the approach of the soldiers 


tho famous ecclesiastic fled with sev- 
eral of his minor officers- Into India. 
Serious trouble Is expected owing to 
the action of the small Chinese army 
which Is inarching from Sze-Chuen, 
Chirm, who subdued eastern 
Tibet, 


levying contributions on tho Lama's 
people und showing no respect for tho 
monasteries 


The Tibetans, resenting the desecra- 


tion of IhHr holy places, petitioned tho 


liipso foreign board, praying that 


lh" cmponir of China, interfere In tho 
Interests at the Buddhists. The peti- 
tion was disregarded, as the Chlnoaa 
prutione to make tho administration ot 
th» country purely Chinese. 


Tho Dulal Ixima .appealed to Lord

utter refused to Intervene. When the

Ohio, Indiana and Michigan 
planned in 3901 to pool their Interests. 
He explained the methods of this pool 
and produced private memoranda and 
books to show In what way the "loot," 
as he called It. was divided. He read 
article 4 ot tho agreement, -which pro- 
vided that "In furnishing preliminary 
estimates for bridges 50 per cent shall 
be added for profit." 


One-half of this profit went to the 


builder In whose territory the bridge 
was constructed and the rest was di- 
vided among the other members of tha 
pool who attended the bidding. 


Uses Plait's Name. 


Besides promising to show the sen- 


ate that any charge emanating from 
the bridge Interests was not worth con- 
sidering. Mr. Littleton told the senata 
he would show that his client acted as 
he did regarding the bridge bills of 
1901 on the orders of Thomas C. Platt, 
who at that time was United States 
senator and recognized leader of the 
republican party in the state. Tele- 
grams and letters from Platt were pro- 
duced to show this. One of these, dated 
April IS. 1901. and addressed Allds. 
read: "Please hold in assembly com- 
mittee on rules bill amending the high- 
way law relative to the construction 
of bridges until you receive a letter 
from me."

And another
